secon d man was blown to atoms, the 
on ly remain s recovered bein g bits of 
charred flesh han gin g in the bran ches

Bran dy win e creek. 
The cause of the ex plosion had n ot 
been 
determin ed. 
Several hun dred 
poun ds of powder of a powerful bran d 
were stored in each mill. The first to 
ex plode was a fuse plan t which caused 
the ex plosion of the secon d mill n ear­ 
by . 
The two victims were employ ed 
in the fuse mill. 
Both mills were destroy ed, bein g 
swept clean of their foun dation s. The

business. 
Each creditor is to re­ 
ceive stock in the various big hotels, 
cottages, farms, lots and other prop­ 
erty equal to his claim.
